Gettysburg faces an ice famine. At 
noon to-day the plant of the Gettys­ 
burg Ice and Storage Company had 
on hand only one ton of ice and tails 
were received from many other towns 
which are confronted 
by the 
same 
condition. The plant is turning out a 
ton an hour or twenty four tons 
a 
day, which is just four more tons than 
the estimated capacity of the plant. 
Galls from Hanover, 
H a r r i b u r g , 
and Hagerstown have been received 
for Gettysburg ice but the word has 
been sent out that the local plant has 
almost more than it can do to supply 
the local demand. 
York is at the 
verge of an ice famine and they have 
called upon Sunbury to help them out. 
C B Dougherty, manager of the Get­ 
tysburg plant, has sought to get ice 
from some other nearby pla e to re­ 
lieve conditions here but has met with 
no success. 
Mr. Dougherty, 
in di:c ussing the 
situation this afternoon, 
attributed 
it to the prolonged hot weather. "We 
have never been up against anything 
like this”, 
he 
said 
“ Ordinarily 
a 
great demand for ice ha i lasted but 
a short time but thi* bas kept up for 
weeks 
Before the hot weather came 
we had one hundred tons ‘ tored away 
and we have been working day and 
night to meet the demand. 
All the 
reserve supply is now sold, we have J 
just nine rakes on hand and the new , 
ice is sold as fast aa it comes out of j 
the 1 ans. 
“ We will continue to furnish ice as < 
long as our supply lasts but the way 
it it going it is likely that before l ing 
it wi*1 f >e completely exhausted. 
In ' 
this event we will rumply have to re- I 
fuse calls until we accumulate a little 
more and will then serve our custom­ 
er* again.
